The Homestead Act. 


As agreat number of settlers are 
eoming into this district this spring 
it would be wellto explain a few 
clauses of the Homestead Act. 

Some settlers have the idea that 
‘on obtaining a patent for the first 
Homestead ‘they can. file on a 
second one. Such, however, is 
far from being thecase. The right 
to asecond homestead only applies 
to settlers who have obtained a 
patent or a recommendation for 
patent prior to 1889, 

The day of the squatter is past 
and gone, Untila man has_ per- 
fected his entry he cannot exercise 
rights of ownership in respect of 
the land.

BRITISH HOUSE 


GOVERMENT HAS NARROW MAJ«= 
ORITIES ON MONEY VOTES. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Says 
the Ministry will Adhere to the 


Export Duty on Coal. 


London, April 28.—The unstable 
character of the government major- 
ity received a pointed illustration on 
Friday night in the house of com- 
mons during the discussion on the 
money votes. Numerous d'visions 
were taken in a thinned house. The 
government majorities ranged from 
40 to 60. In one case, that of the 
reduction of the salary of the attor- 
ney-general, the government majority 
fell as low as 33. 

The Nationalists were greatly dis- 
appointed at the outcome because 
when this particular division was 
taken 21 of their members were ab- 
sent. It is evident that unless the 
government is really riding for a fall, 
their whips need constantly to be 
about in order to prevent an un- 
pleasant surprise. oe 

London, April 27.—The_ British 
ministry has decided to make the ex- 
port duty on coal proposed in the 
budget a party question. Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach has given warning that 
the tax will not be abandoned. Mr. 
Balfour is equally persistent, and the 
ministry is clearly determined to 
stand or fall on the coal duty.

Peru, Ind., April 27.—Henry Hufl- 


man, a wll known animal i trainer 
with the Wallace circus, met a hor- 
rible death here yesterday, being 


killed by ‘Big Charley,’’ a monster

Big 
Charley wound his trunk about his 
keeper and hurled him far into the 


stream. The man was_ uninjured, 
and when he returned he said’ ‘‘Why, 
Charley, I did net think that of you.

ROSSER CYCLON 


RUIN WROUGHT BY THE WIND 


NEAR WINNIPEG. 


Buildings Destroyed and Liye Stock 
Killed—Fatalities are Feared— 


Graphic Description. 
Winnipeg, April 26.—A wind and 


rain storm of cyclonic proportions 
passed through the Rosser and Stony 
Mountain districts about twenty 
miles west of Winnipeg at an early 
hour last evening. Great damage 
was caused at Rosser, and it is fear- 
ed other serious losses will be re- 
ported when news is received from 
the rural districts. The storm  evi- 
dently followed the Assiniboine river 
until it reached Rosser, when it de- 
flected slightly to the north, eross- 
ing to Stony Mountain and _ thence 
northwest of Selkirk. 

Engineer B. Rafferty, of the C. P. 
R,, was one of the first to reach the 
city with news of the awful damage 
caused by the wind. Mr. Rafferty 
was engineer on freight train No. 
116, coming from Brandon to Winni- 
peg. Rosser was reached about 6.40 
p-m., and a stop made at the tank 
there for water. Clouds, black as 
ink, were looming up in the south- 
west as the train pulled into tne sta- 
t’on. ‘‘We had only stopped a min- 
ute,’’ said Engineer Rafferty, ‘‘when 
the racket began. There was an om- 
inous roar, and I called to the fire- 
man to hurry up, and out we pulled 
for Winnipeg just the wind struck 
the scattered buildings near the sta- 
tion. I looked back from the cab, 
and witnessed a sight awful to be- 
hold. Boards, straw hats, paper, 
window frames and all sorts of arti- 
cles were in the air. Cattle stand’ng 
im the fields were turned over on 
their backs and then rolled along 
the ground for a long distance. The 
store building at Rosser appeared to 
be flying in all directions; there was 
a perfect cloud of straw hats from 
the building, and they must be go- 
ing yet, I should imagine, from the 
rate they were travelling. Then the 
cloud began to gather about the 
train; timbers were blown against 
the side of the cars and tender, and 
we could see but a few feet to the 
rear. I crouched down near the fire- 
box to escape injury from the flying 
missiles, but happily we pulled the 
train through with safety. About 
two miles from Rosser a large barn 
on the south side of the track was 
blown to the ground. A coal oil 
barrel, evidently caught up near Ros- 
ser, Was twisted and turned in the 
air as if it were paper. A large ce- 
dar tree was seen standing in the 
middle of a ploughed field, roots up, 
and had apparently been carried 
some distance. I think our heavy 
train, 35 cars, saved us from dam- 
age, as we appeared to act as a sort 
of wind break, so low was the force 


of the storm.’’ 
Among the passengers arriving in 
the city on the Brandon local last 


night was Mrs. Sraith, who appears 
to be one of the chief sufferers at 
Rosser. Mrs. Smith gave a graphic 
description in her native Scotch of 
the terrors which the storm brought 
with it. The wind, she says, struck 
her house with startling suddenness. 
For fifteen minutes the fury of the 
cyclone lasted. Almost in the first 
rush of wind she saw her barn, in 
which her cattle were kept, collapse. 
Other barns, which she could dimly 
were torn down, and = others 
again partly so. In the flashes’ of 
lightning the scene from her window 
Was a terrible one, and she expected 
every minute that her house would 
be lifted bodily up and carried away. 
Though the storm took only fifteen 
minutes to pass, it seemed to her 
like as many hours. On going to the 
barn she found that all of her six 
cows lay in the wreck killed.

OLD TIME GREENROOMS, 


Only Four of Them Are Left In New 
York City. 

Some people who are familiar with 
some parts of theaters and have read 
a good deal about the other parts may 
be surprised to learn that there are 
only four greenrooms among all the 
theaters in Manhattan, not counting a 
small business office which serves the 
purpose more or less in the evening. 
Others, on the other hand, may be sur- 
prised to learn that there are even as 
many as that. Almost anybody might 
think it curious that, there being only 
four altogether, two of them should be 
in the same theater. 

The old stories relate wonders of the 
greenroom, of its merriment, of its 
comedy and tragedy, quite apart from 
those on the stage; of its wit, its in- 
tellect, its charm, its fascination and 
its sparkle. If anybody wanted to be 
admired as a gay dog, the greenroom 
was where he longed to go to make 
his reputation. Even that was a nar- 
rowing of the boundaries. Before that 
they used to be admitted to the ac- 
tresses’ dressing rooms. Before that, 
again, they loitered on the stage while 
the performance went on. 

It is all over. There are only a few 
greenrooms left, and when the the 
atrical architect plans a building now 
a greenroom does not enter into his 
thoughts. What greenrooms there are 
left are used by the actors only. No 
doubt it is a good deal better for all 
colicerned, but it robs the life of the 
stage of a bit of color that becomes 
it well when {it is looked back upon 
from a distance which makes bad and 
good look much alike. 

But now and then in the planning or 
in the replanning of a theater there is 
a little bit of space which seems to 
serve Do especial purpose, and the man- 
ager, mindful of tradition and of an- 
cient glories, decides to make a green- 
room of it. That was what Daniel 
Frohman degided to do when he took 
possession of Daly’s theater, though it 
had a greenroom already. ‘The old 
one, Which was used while Mr. Daly 
managed the theater, is under the 
stage. It is used now for the “extra 
peeple,” the polite name for a high 
grade of supernumeraries. The new 
greenroom was an office in Mr. Daly’s 
time, but it is close to the stage and 
most convenient for the assembling of 
the principal actors in the play. It is 
a comfortably furnished and extremely 
pretty room. As if all this were not 
enough, there is still another room 
which is used for the reception of call- 
ers on the actors, though callers are by 
no means encouraged to come while a 
performance is going on. There is a 
wonderful amount of room in Daly’s 
theater, and there might be five or six 
more greenrooms if there were any- 
thing to be gained by them. 

There is a good sized greenroom at 
the Grand Opera House. That house 
was built on a liberal principle too. If 
it hnd been built within the last few 
years, it would have had no greenroom. 
The remaining one of the four is, cu- 
riously enough. in one of the least 
roomy theaters of the city, the Madison 
Square. But here again there was a 
corner which did not seem appropriate 
for auy other purpose, and so, as usual, 
they tnade a greenroom of ft. 

Nowhere else ip Manhattan do the 
actors have an assembly room except 
at the Lyceum, where a rear office hap- 
pens to be in a position easily accessl- 
ble from the stage and is consequently 
used for that purpose in the evening. 
And those who especially like the 
sound of the name call it a greenroom. 
In all the other theaters the actors | 
must stay in their dressing rooms till 
the time for them to enter the scene 
or they must stand or sit about the 
wings and in the out of the way cor: 
hers of the stage to wait for the ap- 
proach of their cues. Utility crowds 
out poetry and new need shoulders old 
custom, and even the greenrooms that 
are left are not painted green.—New | 
York Tribune.

He lay in this 
‘ondition another half lour, but with- 
out regaining consciousness or appeur- 
ing to feel the effects of the tncision.

A STRANGE LAKE. 


The Pecualiarities of 2 Body of Water 
In Australia, 

Lake George is situated about four 
miles from the railway station at Bun- 
gendore, Australia, and has for many 
years engaged the attention of scien- 
tific men by reason of the singular and 
inexplicable phenomena connected with 
it. The estimates of its size vary con- 
siderably according to circumstances, 
but when moderately full about 20 by 
7 miles will be found tolerably correct. 
At either end the land is fully 100 feet 
above the highest recorded surface of 
the lake, which possesses no known 
outlet, although it is fed by numerous 
mountain creeks. 

The lake was discovered by a bush- 
man in 1820 and was known to the 
blacks as the “big water.” It was then 
supposed to form the source of a river ' 
having its mouth on the south coast, 
but subsequent visitors were much | 
perplexed at the manner in which the 
blacks avoided the lake, of which they | 
appeared to entertain a superstitious 
dread, one aged aboriginal stating she , 
had seen it all covered with trees, an- | 
other explaining that the whole of the 
water sunk through the bottom and, 
disappeared, while others remembered 
the lake only as a series of small 
ponds. 

During the following 20 years con- 
siderable variations were noted in the 
depth and extent of the lake. In 1841 
the lake became partially dried up, the 
moist portions being simply grassy 
swamps. A few months later large 
numbers of sheep were pastured in the 
bed of the lake, but fresh water had to 
be carted for the use of the shepherds, 
that of the lake being too salt for hu- 
man consumption. The place remained 
more or less dry until 1852, the year of 
the great floods in that part of the col- 
ony, when it again became filled, with 
an average depth of nine feet. Since 
then the surface level of the lake has 
varied considerably, but the bed has 
never been so dry as in former years. 
There are indications that many hun- 
dreds of years ago the lake covered a 
far larger area than any yet recorded, 
remains of trees over 100 years old be- 
ing found in spots formerly under wa- 
ter. The saline character of the lake is 
the more remarkable by reason of its 
being fed by pure and sparkling fresh 
water streams.

by a shaft from a crossbow while 
besieging the city of Chaluz, in France; 
Richard II was murdered in Pontefract 
castle, Edward Il was murdered in 
Berkley castle, and Edward V in the: 
Tower of London, Richard III was 
kiled on the battlefield of Bosworth 
and Charles I bad his head cut off in 
London. 

Elizabeth’s death was hastened by | 
remorse that she had ordered the ex- 
ecution of Essex, and her sister Mary 
sickened and died soon after the loss 
of Calais, declaring that the name of 
the city would be found after death 
written on her heart. The death of 
Edward III’s son, the Black Prince, 
caused the aged monarch to die of 
grief. So, after the loss of his son 
in the White Ship, Henry I was never | 
seen to smile again and lived only a 
short time. Henry VI and George III 


were insane during the latter years} 


of their reigns and finally died from 
what in these days would be called 
paresis. Charles Il, Henry VIII, Ed- 
ward IV and George IV hastened their 
deaths by the dissipgted and sensual 
lives they lived. Only two monarchs 
died of that great national scourge, 
consumption; they were Edward VI 
and Henry VII. Queen Anne’s death 
Was due as much as anything else 
te overfeeding. Only two monarchs, 
Henry VI and George III, died after 
long illnesses.
